Facing Hurler’s Syndrome 


Caswell children have 
a very special bond

WILMINGTON - Sam Caswell is 
like many babies his age. He en- 
joys playing with his toy blocks, 
trucks and big sister, Jenna. But, 
unlike most eighteen month old 
babies, Sam has spent the majority 
of his short life successfully bat- 
tling a rare hereditary defect that, 
if left untreated, could kill him. 

Sam’s mother Heidi Caswell ex- 
plained that he was diagnosed with 
Hurler’s Syndrome at nine months 
old. “We were sent toa specialist at 
the National Birth Defect center in 
Waltham when he wassevenmonths 
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and it took two months to get the 
results back,” said Heidi. “In the 
beginning, the doctor (Dr. Murry 
Finegold) told us that there was 
basically no hope for the disease.” 

Believing the worst to be true, 
the Caswell’s were left to, some- 
how, cope with the heart-breaking 
news. They were to face the reality 
that their baby was missing the 
enzyme that breaks down sugar. 
The sugar stores in the heart, liver, 
upper respiratory area and bones 
without the enzyme, leading to blind- 
ness, deafness and cardiac arrest 
among other effects. 

However, a phone call a few 
days later from Dr. Finegold would 
bring the Caswell’s a sign of hope. 
“Dr. Finegold told us that he had 
been in touch with a doctor out in 
Minnesota who was having some 
success with bone marrow trans- 
plants,” said Heidi. 

To save their son’s life, Heidi 
and her husband Keith headed to 
the University of Minnesota with 
Sam in April of 97. “I made the 
flight for Minnesota. We were 
there for about a week. They did 
some testing to determine whether 


or not Sam had Hurler’s, which he 
did. They also tested him to make 
sure he was a candidate for a bone 
marrow transplant,” said Heidi. 
“Our next step was to start search- 
ing for a donor.” 

The following days would take a 
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surprising turn of events that led 
their search for Sam’s life- saving 
bone marrow donor no further than 
their own backyard. 

Immediately after returning 
home, 6-year old Jenna was tested 
to determine whether or not she 
was a carrier of the disease. “Be- 
fore we got the results that Jenna 
was a borderline carrier, I was 
outside with Sam when Keith came 
running out saying that Doctor 
(Charles) Peters from Minnesota 
just called and he (Keith) was con- 
fused,” said Heidi. “Keith said the 
doctor told him that Jenna is an 
identical match to do the trans- 
plant for Sam, but they hadn’t re- 
ceived the results yet to determine 
if she was a carrier. The reason 
Keith was confused is because they 
weren’t supposed to be testing to 
see if she was a match until they 
determined whether or not she was 
acarrier. Then, afew days later we 
got the results that she was a bor- 
derline carrier. We started study- 
ing what everything meant, and 
Jenna being an identical match 
over-weighed her being a carrier.” 

The unexpected news was the 
miracle the Caswell’s were praying 
for. The success rate for the trans- 
plant was 75% with an unrelated 
donor. The doctors told the 
Caswell’s that using Jenna’s bone 
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School administrators 


Swift action against 
threats of violence 


INGTON - Two students’ 
threats of violence within the last 
month lead School Superintendent 
Dr. Geraldine O'Donnell to address 
the administrative protocol policy 
for dealing with potential student 
violence at the School Committee 
meeting on May 27. 

As reported in the Town Crier on 
0, a Wilmington school prin- 
cipal telephoned police on May 15, 
stating that a (middle school) stu- 
dent threatened to bring a gun to 
school and shoot teachers. A week 
prior to this, a high school student 
exhibited signs of wanting to com- 
mit suicide 
Hoping to alleviate parents’ 
fears, O'Donnell stated that admin- 
istrators responded swiftly to the 
school ad- 


parents, the police and the school's 
psychologist in response to the 
threat. 

O'Donnell did not reveal which 
of the middle schools the student 
attends. 

In response to the separate inci- 
dent three weeks ago, O’Donnell 
said police revoked a high school 
student's permit to carry a firearm 
after the student was discovered 
with a copy of song lyrics that 
referred to suicide. According to 
O'Donnell, the lyrics were written 
by musician Kurt Cobain, who com- 
mitted suicide in 1994 

O'Donnell stated that the 
student’s parents and police were 
notified of the problem by school 
administrators. 


The district’s safety protocol 
policy mandates that all school em- 
ployees immediately report stu- 
dents who may pose a threat to 
themselves or others. 

With the increasing reports of 
student violence sweeping the coun- 
try, O'Donnell stressed the impor- 
tance of the policy. “We in Wilm- 
ington are not going to be noncha- 
lant and we are not going to be 
naive about these matters because 
Wilmington is no different than 
other towns. Unfortunately, it’s 
the world we live in,” said a solemn 
O'Donnell. 

O'Donnell delivered her message 
two weeks after a Thurston High 
School student in Springfield, Ore. 
killed two of his classmates and 


injured 22 others when he opened 
fire with a .22-caliber semiauto- 
matic gun. 

School Committee members 
praised the policy. Committee 
member Susanne Clarkin said she 
would like the committee to further 
examine safety issues, such as why 
doors at some of the schools are 
being left open. She also noted that 
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there is a need for better outside 
lighting at the Shawsheen Elemen- 
tary school. 

In other news, committee mem- 
ber Suzanne Rooney has been 
elected committee chairperson, 
replacing Barbara Breakey. Mem-

Robbers hit 
stereo business

WILMINGTON - Wilmington 
Police are continuing their investi- 
gation into the night time heist at 
ADSInc., on Progress Way in Wilm- 
ington, last Wednesday morning.

“Graduated Driving” program could affect teen in 1999

Seventeen people die every day— 
not from gang related incidents or 
drug involved activity, but from 
car crashes. Last year, 6,300 people 
ages 15 to 20 were killed from motor 
vehicle collisions: more than those 
in that age bracket killed by drugs, 
AIDS, and gun violence combined. 
Sixteen year-olds have surpassed 
the 17 to 19 aged group to become 
the leading age gamut for teen re- 
lated automobile fatalities in the 
U.S.; accounting for 35 per 100,000 
deaths (Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety). In the midst of 
this unexpected spike, several or- 
ganizations and state governments 
have sought new legislation to pre- 
vent a further rise in teen deaths. 
California, Florida, Georgia, Michi- 
gan, North Carolina, and Ohio have 
passed stern measures, implement- 
ing three tiered “graduated license” 
Programs. Massachusetts could 
soon adopt a similar system and 
local students could soon be forced 
to walk to school instead of 
carpooling with friends. 

According to the National High- 
way Traffic Safety Administration, 
traffic accidents are the leading 
cause of both deaths and serious 
injuries for teenagers. Although 
drivers under 21 account for only 7 
percent of the drivers in Massachu- 
setts, they make up 14 percent of 
the fatalities. State and federal re- 
search groups attribute this aug- 
mented rate to a number of factors: 
the belief that more and more teens 
are driving in high risk circum- 
stances, at night or with friends in 
the car; teens are less experienced; 


and this age group tends to be less 
risk-averse than older drivers. Little 
can be done to change teens’ 
risk-taking, accident-prone atti- 
tudes, but states and local parent 
organizations are attempting to 
mend the other two factors. 

In September, the Automobile 
Association of America (AAA) 
launched its “Licensed to Learn” 
campaign aimed at getting gradu- 
ated license programs approved in 
all 50 states. This “graduated |i- 
cense” program integrates three 
critical elements into current driv- 
ing legislation. Under the first step, 
teens can receive a driver's permit 
at age 16; however, before reaching 
the intermediate level, beginners 
must first log 50 hours of road prac- 
tice (10 which must be driven at 
night) with a parental guardian of 
25 years or older. Six months after 
receiving the permit and without 
any accidents or RMV violations or 
warnings, drivers receive an inter- 
mediate license, requiring an adult 
of age 21 or older in the car at all 
times. At age 18, with a flawless 
record and after passing a state 
trooper supervised driving test, a 
full license is issued. States have 
altered the exact requisites of the 3 
step plan, and many assemblies, 
likethe Massachusetts Legislature, 
have attached extra components to 
the proposal. 


Spurred by a national movement’ 


to restrict teen driving as well local 
cries to follow AAA pleas, Massa- 
chusetts may soon become the next 
state to enact “graduated” driving 
legislation. Similar bills creating 
curbs for teens behind the wheel 


have been passed in both the House 
(2/98) and the Senate (5/17/98). A 
conference committee is currently 
conferring to mold the two versions 
into one. Senate proposals have 
included harsher speeding and DUI 
punishments, extending the teen- 
age curfew from 4 to 5 hours a day, 
and making driver education man- 
datory for getting a license before 
the age of 21. The House bill made 
more reference to the “graduated” 
plan, adding a restriction that would 
not allow teens under 20 in the car 
without an adult present until the 
driver achieves a full license at age 
18. Recent improvements within the 
conference committee have lifted 
the ban on siblings. Nothing, how- 
ever, is guaranteed except that the 
bill in its final form will probably 
get much support from concerned 
parents and legislators, much like 
it did in the seven states that have 
already mandated these “graduated 
licensing” programs. The result 
could mean a halt in student 
carpooling and much of student 
social activity, as well as a 180 day 
license suspension for a second 
speeding offense or for alcohol lev- 
els of .02 or higher (for those 18 and 
under). Many students in the sur- 
rounding communities have com- 
mented on this legislation and the 
possible impact it could have on 
their daily lives. 

Many students have claimed the 
“graduated” plan to be “a bit ex- 
treme” and believe that respon- 
sible drivers should be rewarded, 
while teens who drink and drive 
should be dealt with more severely: 
“(those kids) should not be allowed 


to drive at all. . driving is a privi- 
lege, not a right” (Kathleen 
Haynes). Other students have ques- 
tioned, “what would I do, where 
would I go, if I could not ride with 
friends” and “...why hasn’t the gov- 
ernment taken steps to protect us 
from senile blind drivers and 
drunks?... they seem tobe doing the 
most damage.” But, in the eyes of 
parents, the deaths still remain, 
unresolved; inexperience and fool- 
ishness the culprits, 

Parents and legislators defend 
the “graduated” program, ensur- 
ing that it will allow “beginner 
driver's to obtain substantial expe- 
rience before driving alone.” AAA 
spokesmen have noted that “...par- 
ents very much welcome this... if 
you're a parent you need to be 
worried because that’s what could 
take their life... the reality is nov- 
ices have more accidents than ex- 
perienced drivers,” he said. Par- 
ents and active community groups 
are very much concerned, and this 
fear could translate into a new law 
within only a few short months, 

With America’s teenage popula: 
tion rapidly growing and more and 
more sixteen year-olds receiving 
their licenses, state intervention 
could mean new restrictions and 
standards for local teens by 1999, 
Student activist groups could soon 
stand opposite parents in yet an- 
other controversial legislative 
battle. Students could be soon en- 
joying two commencements at the 
end of their senior year—their 
graduation from high school and 
their completion of step three of the 
“graduated licensing” program:

WILMINGTON - A Woburn resi- 
dent has submitted an application 
with the Planning Board to con- 
struct a golf driving range on Old 
Main Street in Wilmington.

Early retirement 
appeals successful

WILMINGTON - A state retire- 
ment appeal board recently ruled 
in favor of the Reading Municipal 
Light Department's three top em- 
ployees seeking retirement reclas- 
sifications. 

The legal appeals involving 
RMLD General Manager Leonard 
Rucker and Assistant Manager Ri- 
chard Murch have drawn much fire 
from local officials over the last 
few months due to the fact that 
many disagree that the managers 
should be allowed to change their 
retirement status from what is 
known as Group 1, which is com- 
posed mainly of executive posi- 
tions, to Group 4, which is reserved 
for employees whose work is con- 
sidered hazardous. A third ruling is 
expected in the near future for As- 
sistant Manager Vincent Cameron. 
According to a press releas ed 
last week, the decision on Cameron's 
appeal is expected to be favorable 
as well. 

As Massachusetts General Laws 
state, the managers and 4 tant 
managers who supervise linemen 
and other workers in hazardous 
positions are included within the 
same classification, despite the fact 
that they may never be directly 
involved in such dangerous work. 
While this issue has been debated 
over the last several months with 
RMLD officials, the department has 
defended the need for the reclassi- 
fication saying that current Group 
4 employees are refusing promo- 
tions out of fear of changing their 
retirement status, thus losing their 
benefits. This, RMLD officials s: 
leads to a “stale” department and 
does little to attract new employ 
ees. 


The issue came to light in 1995 
when the Reading Retirement 
Board voted against the employee's 
requests for reclassification which 
would allow the three to retire at 
the age of 55 while receiving up to 
approximately 80 percent of the 
benefits. As a result of the board’s 
rejection, the RMLD Board of Com- 
missioners voted 4-1 to appeal the 
original decision, which has since 
led toa lengthy and costly litigation 
process. The legal defense fees for 
Rucker, Cameron, and Murch are 
estimated at approximately $125,000 
and are expected to be paid by the 
four communities serviced by the 
utility. Because Wilmington-based 
companies and residents comprise 
more than 60 percent of the service 
area, they will most likely pay off 
the bulk of the expenses. However, 
prior to the Massachusetts Con- 
tributory Retirement Appeal 
Board’s decision, some officials had 
speculated that Reading may take 
up the majority of the costs. 

Selectman James Rooney, who 
has fiercely opposed the RMLD 
board's decision to fund the de- 
fenses at the expense of the 
ratepayer, said, “They shouldn't be 
using raterpayer’s money. This is a 
municipality. They’re supposed to 
put out a product for as low as 
possible for the ratepayers.” 

While Kenneth Mastrullo, who 
serves on the RMLD Citizen Advi- 
sory Board, agreed with the out- 
come of Rucker’s appeal from a 
technical and legal aspect, he ques- 
tioned the RMLD board's decision 
to appeal in the first place. 

“As for the RMLD board inter- 
vening on behalf of their employ- 
ees, is that within their realm”? he 
said, adding, “Nobody had any 


checks and balances in place to see 
how much this is worth. It all comes 
through the operating expense and 
we’re paying that.” 

Another advisory board mem- 
ber, Roger Lessard, said ina recent 
interview that he felt that the deci- 
sion to use the funds was not wise 
and suggested that the utility turn 
the money back into the electricity 
rate for the affected ratepayers. 

According to Rooney, he would 
like to see the advisory board given 
more actual power to advise RMLD 
in the future and for the town to 
have a vote in matters. 

“Unfortunately, the advisory 
board is still a paper tiger,” said 
Rooney. “I think the Reading Light 
manager would take more heed to 
what they say. It would prompt a 
response from them a lot quicker 
and let them have all the informa- 
tion that is requested. 

“But, I think that [Mastrullo and 
Lessard] stand to be complimented. 
Over the last few years, and espe- 
cially the last few months, they 
have gone above and beyond the 
call of duty and they deserve to be 
commended for that,” he added 

As for now, Rooney said that he 
intends to bring the matter to the 
Board of Selectmen during next 
week’s meeting in order to find a 
way, even by lawsuit, to compen- 
sate the ratepayers. 

Although attempts to ‘contact 
Rucker were unsuccessful, he was 
quoted in the press release as say- 
ing, “We were confident from the 
beginning that the Contributory 
Retirement Board would make this 
ruling in our favor. We look for- 
ward to putting this behind us and 
moving forward as we address the 
business at hand.”

marrow brought the success rate 
up to 80%. 
According to Heidi, when she 


told Jenna she could help Sam by 


donating her bone marrow, Jenna 
replied, “Sure. I'll do it.” 

The Caswell’s, once again, 
packed their bags and headed to 
Minnesota on July 28. Prior to the 
transplant, Sam had to have four 
days of chemotherapy and one day 
of radiation. “They gave him just 


* enough to kill his bone marrow to 


give him a clean slate so when 
Jenna’s bone marrow goes in, 
there’s nothing to fight it,” said 
Keith. 

Now with two of their children 
in the hospital, the Caswell’s were 
dealing with an extremely difficult 
time. “The scariest part is when 
they took him away in one direction 
to an operating room and her in 
another,” said Keith. “They took a 
big needle and stuck it in each side 
of her (Jenna’s) pelvis. They took 
a total of 17 ounces of bone marrow 
out of her pelvis, which is quit a bit 
because she only weighed 35 pounds 
at the time.” 

The Caswell’s remained in Min- 
nesota for another four months af- 
ter the transplant to monitor Sam’s 
health. Heidi described their days 
and nights as “the changing of the 
guards” because they took turns 
staying in the hospital with Sam. 

In August, Jenna was sent back 
home to live with friends of the 
family while her parents stayed in 
Minnesota. “Jenna and I have al- 
ways been so extremely close that 
if someone had told me two years 
ago that I was going to be away

I always 
want to pick him up and hold him 
because I’m afraid he might be too 
tired,” jokes Heidi. “But, she does 
a good job with him and she would 
never put him in danger.” 

Sam has to wear a mask over his 
nose and mouth when he is outside 
because his body is still building -up 
an immune system. “We'll know 


when it’s time to come-in because, 


he’ll start pulling at the mask,” said 
Heidi. 

He also has a feeding tube in his 
stomach. Heidi cheerfully stated 
that the feeding tube might be re- 
moved on June 23. The transplant 
can not fix his bones, so he may 
need knee surgery and a hip re- 
placement down the road, accord- 
ing to Heidi.

develop the product. "The FAA is 
very impressed with this," boasted 
Lepine. 

The Access Control Monitor 
would be used in airports for detect- 
ing any traces of narcotic or explo- 
sive particles from boarding tick- 
ets. The devise can pick-up the 
particles after a person, who has 
come in contact with either of the 
contraband substances, touches the 
ticket. "The machine will hold the 
ticket if any traces of narcotics or 
explosives comes up," said Lepine. 

Wilmington Police Deputy Chief 
Bernard Nally was very impressed 
by the demonstrations. "Appar- 
ently, the products can differenti- 
ate between different drugs,” said 
Nally. "In many cases, we can't tell 
what something is and these (prod- 
ucts) can tell. If you can have 
devises like these, you can elimi- 
nate a lot of time, effort and dan- 
ger." 

But Nally conveyed that the cost 
of the items is the main objective to 
purchasing them now. The 
Itemiser's price ranges between 
$40,000 to $50,000 and the Vapor 
Tracer is about $30,000. 

Speaking to a room full of spec- 
tators, Jenkins thanked the local 
and federal government for their 
support. Congressman John 
Tierney was on hand for the pre- 
sentations to lend a few encourag- 
ing words. "The company is grow- 
ing in our community," said 
Tierney. :"This is absolutely impor- 
tant, and we welcome you as a 
growing company."

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55 students arrested after prom party

with more than 100 containers of 
beer and liquor at another party at 
the Russell Pond Campground in 
nearby Woodstock, N.H. 

High school Principal William 
McGuirk met with school Superin- 
tendent Christine McGrath, a legal 
counsel and other school officials 
Monday morning at 8 a.m. to deter- 
mine whether or not action should 
be taken by McGuirk against the 
youths. 

At the School Committee meet- 
ing Monday afternoon, McGrath 
announced that McGuirk decided 
to ban those 44 students from all 
Senior Week activities, excluding 
graduation. “I completly support 
his (McGuirk’s) decision,” stated 
McGrath after the meeting. 
McGuirk’s ruling left the School 
Committee pondering whether or 
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not he has the authority to punish 
the students for their conduct. 

Committee member Ed Doherty 
conveyed that the 1993 Education 
Reform Act in section 71.84 specifi- 
cally prohibits the discipline of stu- 
dents on matters unrelated to 
school-sponsored activities. “No 
student shall be suspended, ex- 
pelled, or otherwise disciplined on 
account of marriage, pregnancy, 
parenthood or for conduct which is 
not connected with any school-spon- 
sored activities; provided, however, 
that in the case of a pregnant stu- 
dent, the school committee may 
require that the student be under 
the supervision of a physician,” 
reads the law. 

McGuirk stated that he could not 
prohibit the students from the 
graduation ceremony, but he felt 
disciplinary action was necessary. 
“I feel comfortable with the deci-

sion I’ve made,” said McGuirk. 

The contract signed by the stu- 
dents in order to attend the prom 
states that any student who is found 
to distribute, possess, or consume a 
chemical substance or alcohol will 
be excluded from graduation exer- 
cises. 

Doherty stated that the princi- 
pal did not have the authority to 
punish the students because the 
after-prom party was an unrelated

WILMINGTON - Navy Petty Of- 
ficer Steven G. Smith, son of George 
K. and Donna C. Smith of Crest 
Avenue, Wilmington, recently 
helped the amphibious assault ship 
USS Wasp win the Allen G. Ogden 
Award, while deployed to the Medi- 
terranean Sea and Arabian Gulf. 

Smith's ship won the award for 
flawlessly conducting more than 
3,000 safe aircraft launches and 
recoveries, and almost 600 on-deck 
aircraft movement evolutions. The

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activity. “miter you stay out of it 
because it isn’t a school function or 
you turn to the other end of the 
spectrum and tell the students they 
can’t participate in graduation or 
Senior Week activities.

McGuirk admitted that his decision 
does leave the possibility for a par- 
ent to disapprove . “But, I wanted 
to make sure there were conse- 
quences for their (the students’) 
actions,” he said. 

McGuirk noted that he has re- 
ceived phone calls from parents 
who believe he had no right exclud- 
ing the students from the Senior 
Week activities. “I’ve also received 
phone calls from parents who think 
I didn’t come down hard enough on 
the students,” he said. 

The incident Friday morning 
developed another question at the 
School Committee meeting - should 
the current policy be revised to 
handle similar situations? Accord- 
ing to Doherty, a policy that in- 
cludes non-school activities would 
not hold-up in court. “The new 
Education Reform Act limits us 
from making a policy like this,” 
said Doherty. 

But, McGrath stated that the 
School Committee hopes to 
strengthen the wording of the 
policy. “The committee would then 
refer the policy over to a legal 
counsel for review,” said McGrath. 

Doherty, however, believes a 
policy that extends beyond school- 
sponsored activities is crossing the 
line between the school’s responsi- 
bility and the parents’. “When we 
make a policy that watches over 
what they are doing after the prom,

Doherty. “It’s fine if a parent ap- 
proves of their child engaging in 
these activities.

The underlying problem in the 
center of the controversy is the 
prevalent substance abuse by the 
students. “We have a serious prob- 
lem at the high school when 50 plus 
kids have beer and liquor,” said 
Doherty. “We should make use of 
the resources we have and work 
together at the school and home 
level.” 

The police found the 44 students 
with $500 to $800 worth of beer and 
liquor. According to Lincoln, N.H. 
Police Lt. Joe Chivell, police re- 


sponded Friday at8 a.m. toa report 
that youths were on an access road 
to cabins at the Indian Head Resort 
drinking around a bonfire. 

Chivell said he noticed the ‘group 
of young men, under the age Of 21, 
sitting around the fire with beer 
visible when he arrivedat thescene. 
Those teenagers led police to the 
cabins where the other students 
were in possession of beer, wine 
coolers and hard liquor, ‘ 

Toassist in transporting the large 
group, Lt. Chivell stated that the 
Woodstock, N.H. police were called 
in.

The students are scheduled to 
appear in Plymouth District Court 
on June 22 and July 6.

Tewksbury High School Athletic 
Director Bob Alyward described 
the Monday night banquet as a 
“gut-wrenching experience” be- 
cause of the situation surrounding 
the absence of many of the school’s 
athletes. Alyward stated,”It was 
good for the students who could 
attend, but difficult for those stu- 
dents who couldn't.”

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don't. What I do think is a shame is 
the effects that this weekend's fi- 
asco has on the rest of the sports 
and various people at Tewksbury 
High. 

When arrived at Rehobeth High 
School for the Tewksbury Boys and 
Girls Class C Championship Meet 
this past Saturday, I noticed sev- 
eral star athletes were not in uni- 
form. During that time, rumors 
and speculations were repeatedly 
being thrown around. 

Not everyone will admit, but the 
majority of all past and present 
high school kids have partied at one 
time or another - it's part of high 
school, it's part of growing up and 
it's a part of life. Ifthe town of 
Tewksbury puts these kids on a 
stake to burn, that's wrong, that's 
people being hypocritical. I'm cer- 
tainly not condoning what they did 


either. My problem is their deci- 
sion making. The prom was Thurs- 
day night and Saturday was the 
track championship and about ten 
of the kids who were arrested had 
all big parts in the team's success. 
Both teams had shots at their re- 
spective class championships. Both 
track teams really suffered, be- 
cause the suspended kids and their 
disappointed teammates who were 
all let down, That's part of the 
shame here. 

The baseball team is ina similar 
situation. Three additional kids 
are gone and two of them play very 
vital positions, both are very good 
ball players. The team is going to 
the state tournament and I'll be the 
first to admit they are not the favor- 
ites to winit all, but then again who 
am I to say that ... the kids deter- 
mine that. That choice was obvi- 
ously made on Thursday night, that 
the athletes and their commitments 
to their team and teammates and 
coaches were not that big of a deal 
to them. The choice of commit- 
ment and responsibility from the 
members of the softball team was 
kept as the entire team has stayed 
intact without any suspensions. If 
that's how the suspended students 
felt about their teams and so forth, 
fine, I have no problem with that. 
It's their lives. If they went having 
a good time with their friends on 
their night not thinking they would 
get caught, and yet they did, well, 
that's the mistake they have to live 
with. 


The problem here is that high 
school kids don't think. This was 
the case. Forty-four kids in cabins, 
with $500-$800 worth of alcohol with 
them, partying with a bon-fire until 


8:00 the next morning is not being 
smart - especially since a few years 
back at the same cabins, the same 
police force arrested several other 
Tewksbury High School kids on the 
night of their prom. 

Maybe some are innocent and 
they were in the wrong place at the 
wrong time. Who knows? Frankly, 
I could careless who was drinking 
or who wasn't. 

For me this is a shame because 
of who it reflects on. Obviously the 
first blame is the kids themselves 
and their parents. I'm not saying 
that all parents are at fault here, 
but not all of the blame should be 
put on the kids' shoulders. Some- 
how this reflects on other people 
such as principals, teachers, 
coaches and etc., and really should 
it? No. 

I agree with most of what the 
Tewksbury administrationhas done 
to control this situation. The pact 
the kids, their parents and the 
school's administration sign before 
the prom saying the kids will not 
consume alcohol or drugs during 
their senior week of activities in- 
cluding the prom and if they cross 
that line, they may be subject to the 
loss of graduation; is the "proper" 
way to do things. Let's be honest 
here, it's a joke. Besides that, how 
many parents do youthink actually 
signed it? 

Maybe this thing is being blown 
out of proportion. High School stu- 
dents all across the country con- 
sume alcohol, do drugs and get 
arrested all of the time. Sometimes 
it's shrugged off and sometimes it 
ends in a long court case. I don't 
have much of a problem with what 
these kids did. Look around the 
local towns every weekend and you 
will see hundreds of high school 
kids partying as hard if not harder 
or longer than these 55 kids did this 
past weekend. 

It was devastating on Saturday, 
and Monday night at the TMHS 
Sports Awards, to see the faces and 
the tears that I saw was heart- 
breaking. It's a shame that all of 
these kids got arrested and caught. 
Itis. The one good thing about this 
is no one got completely out of 
hand, that no one was driving. 
That's a bright spot.

Dr. Testaverde added that the 
school also has a bi-lingual 
adjustment counselor on the 
staff as much for the parents as 
for the child. 

“We want parents to feel com- 
fortable with someone who can 
talk with them in their own lan- 
guage,” Testaverde said. 

Another problem that has to 
be dealt with at Metro Tech is 
the issue of gender equality. 
Testaverde said that it is an 
issue as more females look to 
learn about male dominated 
trades and more males attempt 
to get into trades that have been 
traditionally female dominated. 

However, Testaverde's coun- 
selors are not just concerned 
with depression and suicide but 
also with the dramatic types of 
violence that have been happen- 
ing in all parts of the country of 
late.

“We have been pro-active in 
dealing with the local police 
departments,” Testaverde said. 

She explained about the pro- 


gram funded by a federal grant 
administered by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Safety that provides a 
community policing office at the 
school. 

Under the program, there is 
an officer from Everett, 
Melrose, Reading, Revere or 
Wakefield in the school every- 
day. 

“They are there for those kids 
who feel they need to talk to 
someone about some things that 
are happening outside the 
school,” Testaverde said. “The 
Arkansas and Oregon type inci- 
dents can happen anywhere. We 
don’t want them to happen at 
Northeast.” 

In Burlington Ellie Packer is 
the head of the schools adjust- 
ment counselors and has a mas- 
ters in special education with 
credits toward a degree in 
school psychology. 

She said that to deal with 
teen violence the school has a 
number of students trained in 
“peer mediation.” 

However, for depression and 
suicide the school has a proto- 
col, which Packer helped to 
write. 

“Unfortunately we have had 
to use it from time to time,” 
Packer said. 

The first part of the protocol 
is to take steps to insure the 
child’s safety. However, the pro- 
tocol also calls for contacting 
the parents. 

“Most of the time the parents 
are very relieved that someone 
has recognized the problem,” 
Packer said. 

However, she also said that 
many times parents understand 
that a problem exists but they 
do not know what to do about it. 

Packer notes that depression 
is not something that all of a 
sudden exposes itself to the 
child. It builds over a period of 
time. 

She offers these signs to 
watch out for in your child or 
that of a friend: 

* Are the school grades start- 
ing to slip or is school participa- 
tion starting to wane; 

els the teenager exhibiting 


signs of general sadness or even 
balking at going to school; 

*Are they becoming isolated 
from their usual circle of friends 
or exhibiting a change in their 
social patterns;

els a child giving away things 
that are very special to her or 


*Are there changes in their 
eating or sleeping habits; 

*Do they exhibit a sense of 
hopelessness or helplessness;

psychologists or social workers.

Lynnfield’s Valentina Stalowir 
remembers WWII camps

Unless you have smelled, 
tasted and felt the terror and 
anguish of war you probably 
won’t be able to identify with 
Valentina Stalowir’s living hell 
which she woke up to each 
morning during WWII. 

America has been insulated 
from bombs, air raid sirens and 
shrapnel tearing the fabric of 
our lives apart. With the excep- 
tion of the Civil War, which was 
fought on the sprawling plains 
of Gettysburg, PA., America’s 
wars have been fought on for- 
eign soil. 

Valentina Stalowir was born 
November 2, 1931 in the Ukraine, 
then a part of Russia slightly 
larger than France with 
52,000,000 people. The attractive 
blued eyed child was small and 
skinny, and she didn’t realize it 
at the time, in the late 1930's, 
that her family was in danger. 

What does a child know about 
politics and man’s greed and 
hunger for power and land? 

Young Valentina only wanted 
to run free, smell the sweet 
scent of lilacs and play hop 
scotch and skip rope with her 
friends. But soon Valentina’s 
childhood would be stolen, and 
her family’s safety threatened. 

Meanwhile, her dad who was 
in the consignment business in 
the Ukraine didn’t hide the fact 
he wanted his country to remain 
free and independent of the 
communists. Therefore, as a 
Ukrainian Nationalist he was a 
threat to the communists and an 
enemy. 

It wasn't long before 
Valentina Danczenko and her 
family were rounded up and 
herded like cattle onto a long 
freight train which would carry 
them and thousands of 
Ukrainians to the Austrian- 
Italian border. In 1943 Valentina 
was 12 years old and suffering 
many of the same deprivations 
that Anne Frank experienced in 
Holland during the Nazi occupa- 
tion of her homeland. Today the 
blond, 5’1” lady shudders at the 
thought of the incessant air raid 
sirens, bombs bursting in mid 


air sending waves of sharp 
metal to destroy everything in 
their path. Valentina explains, 
“We were in a German labor 
camp from 1943-1945, and the 
Americans were bombing us 
every day to kill the Germans 
(Nazis). We were cold and hun- 
gry and made soup from large 
white radishes. I remember 
going to Villach, Austria to beg 
shop owners for bones to use for 
soup.” While Ann Frank was 
hiding from the Nazis in a con- 
cealed upstairs apartment there 
was no hiding from the Nazis in 
this Austrian labor camp. 
Valentina, dressed in an old 
skirt and sweater brought from 
Czechoslovakia, still hears her 
father’s voice yelling at her: 
“You have to live.” 

This meant running away 
from the labor camp toward the 
foothills of the Althwart Alps 
where they found shelter from 
the constant bombing raids. 

Eventually Valentina was lib- 
erated by the English in 1945, 
and she and her parents trav- 
eled to Buenos Aires, Argentina 
in the Fall of 1949. 

Valentina still remembers the 
pretty, clean white houses of 
that South American city, and a 
young violinist who played such 
beautiful classical music. It was 
almost as if Victor Stalowir was 
playing a love song to his young 
princess. Finally Valentina knew 
the meaning of love. After years 
of running from bombs, hatred, 
hunger and cold Valentina 
Danczenko found peace and 
security. She and Victor 
Stalowir were married in 1951 

In 1962 the couple came to 
America and settled in New 
York City where Valentina says, 
“Everything was grey. I couldn't 
get used to it after the white 
houses in Argentina.” After 
moving to Lynnfield Victor 
played violin for the Boston 
Pops orchestra under conductor 
Arthur Fiedler. Today he teach- 
es violin while Valentina has her 


own aesthetician business in 
Wakefield, and is active in The 
Writers’ Group at the Lynnfield 
Senior Center.
